How Raise Is Granted 


The present total teachers salary in Elyria is ap- 


proximately $135,000. The new increase effective with 
the next school year in September adds $38,000 and 
brings the total teachers' annual salary to $168000. 


The mcrca'se^in teachers salaries is granted on the 


following basis: High sehool teachers^ow-poking 
tinder $1,40^ a year get a $375 increase; high school 
teachers receiving over 1,400 at present receive a $300 
raise; grade teachers receiving under SI 000 are a warded a 
$350 inacase, those receiving between Sl,000 and $1,100 
are granted a $o25 increase and those getting over $1,100 
are to receive a $300 raise. Special teachers are given a 
$300 increase. 


Present Deficit $115,000 


'"'The present school deficit in Elyria is $115,OOQ," 


says S. S. Rockwood, clerk of the Board of Education. 


"Thirty-seven and one-half per cent of the teachers' 


salary will be paid by the state and county," declared 
School Supernntendent F. M. Shelton. "We hope to re- 
establish the kindergarten schools and revive the teach- 
ing of music in the schools. No music has been taught 
in the school .last or this year. We are compelled to 
employ music for the commencement exercises."

We are constantly being tested out in life. When- 


er a man gains or is intrusted with power the testing 
ne in his life has come and his trustworthiness will 


determined by the manner in ,which he uses that 
wer. 


Conditions have not been ideal in the past, indus- 


ally. Selfishness has dominated many of our indus- 
al.leaders and too often the truth has been manifest 
at'corporations are without a soul. It has been be- 
Ved that a greater share in the government of in- 
stry should'be obtained by the workers and that when 
is is accomplished the workers would be happier, jus- 
e would be meted out with a fairer hand, and there 
Mild be a fairer division in the profits that arose in the 
fticuiar trade. 


"". Those of us who have believed in neither the ex- 
ime reactionary position nor the extreme radical, have 
lulged the belief that there was a middle of the road 
ufsej, better designed for the common good and more 
harmony with real justice to all. We have hoped 
it as there was an approach made to placing some of 
;se ideas in operation that a high regard for others 
^ts would be found among the workers in a manner 
which it was not found among those of the employers 
to took an extremely hostile position to labor. 


.We want to make a few suggestions to you as union 


ft itnd to call attention to a few evidences that lead 
nCiOf us who have tried to be friendly to really trem- 
for the future. You want to recall in the first in- 
nce that when you make a mistake, when you demand

n if it is a just cause and the public does not'under- 
nd it to be so, because they are not familiar with the 
ts and do not know the line of reasoning upon which 
i have acted, you have finally lost. 
We cite a case in point as being the action that the 
bers- union has recently taken. They have raised 
Y per cent on the prices of haircutting. It may be 
irely possible that this price is not too high. If it is not 
high then the price has been much lower than it 
uld have been. We are not sufficiently familiar with 
amount that is made by the individual barbers to 
s an opinion upon the question of price or of this 
ie,:but we do know this, that the manner in which it 
s done, without counsel with either the public or with i 
owners of the shops, is indefensible from the stand- 
nt of wise procedure in carrying on union business. 
u the bosses or owners having supreme control, as 
eems the barbers union has of the trade, should meet 
;ether and arbitrarily lower the amount of the wage 
t the union men should receive, without notice, with- 
: counsel and without consideration of any kind, other
